Consulting Pathologists Group of B.M.A.: Annual 
Conference.

Medico-Political Affairs on the Continent and in Japan. 
Tak Association Professionelle Internationale des Médecins 
has issued its first half-yearly Rerue Internationale de 
Médecine Professionelle et Sociale ; the following notes taken 
from it are of interest since they indicate that the medico- 
Political problems of all countries have a strong resemblance, 
and that we in this country have been fortunate in avoid- 
img some of the worst features of State intervention in 
medical practice. 

P rance has just passed a National Health Insurance Law, 
Which, however, does not come into force until 1930. The 
iscussions on this law caused a split in the medical organiza- 
tions, which up to 1926 had been united. The split was mainly 
n the question whether doctors collectively should make a 
contract with the body representing insured persons or whether 
the doctor should deal individually with his own patients. 
here are other differences, but this fundamental one caused 
Profound disagreement in the profession and the formation 
of a new body. The whole story, ably told by Dr. Fernand 


Decourt, the secretary of the Association Professionelle, is a 
melancholy example of how schism in the profession leads to 
disaster. The new law showed such a complete disregard cof 
medical opinion that it did what no amount of diplomacy had 
been able to bring about. The profession has closed its ranks 
once more, and has declared that it will not assist in the 
suggested insurance scheme unless the law is altered. The 
newly formed body has declared for collective bargaining and 
payment direct by the insured person on a tariff fixed by the 
local medical organization; this tariff will be the same for 
insured as for non-insured persons of the same class. The 
profession hopes that during the interval that must elapse 
before the new law is put into operation there will be an 
opportunity for changes which will make it possible for the 
profession to co-operate in working the Act. The new system 
gives complete medical attendance, domiciliary and institutional, 
general and special, to the insured person and to members of 
his family up to the age of 16. 

The correspondent from Germany reports : (1) That a repre- 
sentative of the Medical Association accompanied the representa- 
tives of the Government to the International Labour Congress 
at Geneva. (The German and Japanese Governments were the 
only two which asked for such assistance from the representa- 
tive medical organizations in their respective countries, though 
some of the questions to be discussed at the congress had a 
strong medical bearing.) (2) That the relations between the 
Medical Association and the Caisses (the Continental equivalent 
of our approved societies) are not so acute as they were, both 
sides beginning to realize that conflict is not a good thing for 
the patient; there are signs of the two parties getting together 
for consultation. (3) That the acute conflict still continues 
between the Caisses and the doctors in Berlin on the question 
of the right of the Caisses to treat gratuitously as out-patients 
at institutions of their own the dependants of insured persons. 
(4) That the bad economic position of the profession has 
prevented further progress with the suggested scheme of 
obligatory old age pensions for doctors. In the free town of 
Danzig the doctors have abolished Sunday consultations, and 
on other days have agreed that there should be no consultations 
except between 8 a.m. and 7 p.m. 

Hungary reports a great extension in the scope of com- 
pulsory insurance, which, however, does not yet apply to 
agriculture, horticulture, or the employees of the State or 
municipalities. There is no free choice of doctor. All the 
doctors engaged in insurance work before the extension were 
dismissed and an entirely new set of appointments was made, 
in consequence of which many of the doctors previously 
employed lost their appointments. The doctors are engaged 
by the central Caisse. There is collective consultation between 
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the Caisses and the medical organization, but little effective 
control by the latter over medical conditions. The new insur- 
ance applies to all dependants of insured persons, and the term 
“dependant ’’ applies to everybod¥ who can by any stretch 
of imagination be said to be dependent on the insured person. 
Doctors can be compelled to serve if the Caisse cannot manage 
to engage a doctor. The medical organization protested 
vigorously against this free interpretation of the word 
** dependant,’’ and against the power to force the doctors to 
serve, but in vain. The report states that in Budapest alone 
there are no fewer than 275 free dispensaries. 

In Japan compulsory national health insurance began on 
July 1st, 1926. There is great discontent on the part of the 
workers, employers, and doctors as to various aspects of the 
law, and amendments are being sought. The doctors have 
found that the numbers seeking their services are much greater 
than they expected, and that the payments are totally 
insufficient. 

In Jugoslavia the profession has succeeded in getting its right 
recognized to charge -certain classes of patients in hospitals. 
A recent ministerial degree regulates, among other things, the 
conditions under which specialists may practice. There must 
be three years’ special training in a single specialty in a 
university or a first-grade hospital, followed by an examination. 
The Medical Association has objected strongly to this and to 
certain other decisions of the Government because the Associa- 
tion was not consulted. Here, as in Poland, there is discontent 
with the Medical Chamber, which, being a Government body, 
is more dependent on the Government than is good for the 
independence of the profession. 

Lithuania reports the usual struggle between the doctors and 
the Caisses, which are very powerful. The income of the 
Caisses comes as to one-quarter from the insured person and 
three-quarters from the employers and the State, neither of 
which have any real influence in the administration. The 
administration has become largely a political matter, in which 
the socialists are all-powerful; 90 per cent. of the doctors of 
the country are doing insurance work, but they have no say 
whatever in the administration. The Caisses have a ‘‘ tame ”’ 
medical organization with which they deal, though it does not 
represent more than 20 per cent. of the insurance doctors. The 
report continues : ‘‘ So the minority of the doctors, compelled 
and commanded by the Caisses, help the latter to exploit the 
majority—a useful example for medical organizations elsewhere 
which think they may get into a’ proper and dignified position 
without far-sighted provision for the future and without 
vigorous discipline.’’ 

Norway reports a new law on the rights and duties of 
doctors (April, 1927). The Minister can decide that certain 
methods of treatment—as, for example, radium and « rays— 
can only be exercised by medical practitioners with special 
diploma or authorization. All are obliged to render service to 
anybody in case of emergency, but if a doctor is not paid 
by the patient he has a right to claim from the administration. 
On starting practice in any area all must report themselves to 
the local chief medical officer. Medical secrecy is obligatory. 
except as regards insured persons; doctors must notify the 
nature of their disablement to the insurance authority. Doctors 
can be removed from the list for mental disability and addiction 
to drugs; an appeal to the ordinary courts is allowed. 

Poland.—The medical organization has made a protest against 
the tendency in some areas to employ the doctor on a salary 
and oblige him to attend anybody in the area, rich or poor, 
without any payment on their part. The usual questions are 
under discussion between the doctors and the Caisses. The pro- 
fession in Poland is represented on the one hand by a medical 
chamber, recognized and controlled by the Government, and on 
the other hand by a medical union. The reporter states that 
there is evidence of the necessity for strengthening the latter 
if the independence of the profession is to be preserved. 

In Spain a compulsory maternity insurance law has been 
passed, giving medical and pharmaceutical assistance to mothers 
during the period of pregnancy. 

Switzerland.—The Medical Federation is taking active steps 
to prevent the profession becoming overcrowded, and is study- 
ing the questions of the regulation of specialized practice and 
how to deal with publicity on medical questions in the !ay 
press. The report mentions that 80 per cent. of the population 
in the Canton of Bale-Ville are insured persons. 


There is a report also from the Medical Secretary ¢ 
the British Medical Association, giving particulars as to 
the legal changes affecting the profession and the activity 
of the British Medical Association during the half-year 
ending December, 1927. The Revue contains much informa. 
tion of a very interesting character not easily obtainable 
elsewhere. It is a credit to the organizing capacity and 
literary ability of Dr. Fernand Decourt, the secretary of 
the A.P.I.M., who, it is to be noted, is a practising country 
doctor. 


Doctors’ Calls and the Automatic Telephone System, 

It is not unusual when medical practitioners are on 
holiday for them to close their house and transfer their 
practice for the time being to a colleague. In such case 
the question of telephone calls becomes an important con. 
sideration. Where the ordinary telephone system is in 
operation this is an easy matter to arrange, but where the 
automatic system is in operation it is not so simple 
Recently this question has been taken up on behalf of 
the Brighton Division with the local telephone authorities, 
and an arrangement has been made whereby telephon 
calls can be transferred to another number durmg the 
absence on holiday of a doctor on payment of a charge of 
10s. 6d., and subject to the giving of four days’ notice, 
It appears that the wiring necessary is complicated and 
that this necessitates notice being given some little time 
in advance. This information may be useful to other 
areas, particularly in view of the spread of the automatic 
system. 


Exchange or Tuition Visits. 

In view of inquiries on such matters received from tim 
to time from members at the House of ‘the British Medical 
Association, whether in respect of opportunities for them 
selves or for members of their families, readers: may ® 
interested to learn that facilities are available in certam 
circumstances under the auspices of the National Unig 
of Students of the Universities and University Colleges of 
England and Wales, which is affiliated to the International 
Confederation of Students. 


Exchanges.—In view of invitations which it receives for 
exchange of visits, the Union is desirous of hearing of young 
people in this country who or whose guardians would like 
to arrange exchanges. The only direct cost to the English 
student or visitor is that of the journey, and in return for 
the hospitality which he (or she) receives abroad he is asked 
to arrange for hospitality to a foreign student for an equal 
period. Sometimes the Union also hears of cases in whi 
longer exchanges are desired, for example, with people living 
in university towns. Thus, in a certain number of case, 
where medical students or doctors wish to study or @ 
research in a foreign university for .a limited time, 
exchanges can probably be arranged. 

“ 4u pair” or “ Tuition”? Visits.—Under this part of the 
Union’s scheme the foreign student, in return for an invitation 
to stay im a family, gives his services as a teacher of his ow 
language, or undertakes to speak his language, and corred 
his host’s mistakes. Many have additional coaching qualifie 
tions, such as music or mathematics, and most of the womel 
students are prepared to undertake light household duties 
looking after children, or dressmaking. 


At present the Union is specially desirous of finding 
English families who can make use of the services of the 
various foreign students who are anxious to come here this 
summer, but the Union would also be glad to arrange 
‘‘ tuition visits’ to families on the Continent for approv 
English applicants. Having, however, already received & 
large number of applications for the at present rather 
limited number of openings for tuition visitors abr 
English people interested are recommended to offer, where 
possible, ‘‘ exchanges’? rather than propose going # 
tuition visitors. Incidentally, they are in this way like 
to have better holidays, as by this plan they are under ™ 
obligation either to help in the house or to give lessons # 
‘nglish. Two references and a medical certificate a

By Rocupate, READING, AND GLOUCESTERSHIRE: That sub- 
para. (3) of the recommendation contained in para. 117 of the 
Annual Report of Council be amended by the addition of 
the words ‘‘and where no local hospital facilities exist for 
the provision of pathological investigations for such patients ”’ 
after the words ‘‘ pay a fee.” 


Definition of Spa Treatment. 

By Torquay: That the recommendation contained in para. 
129 of the Annual Report of Council be amended by the 
deletion of the word ‘‘ mineral’’ in the fourth line, so that 
the definition might include sea-water. 


Scheme for Co-ordination of Hospital Provision. 

By E. Granam M.P. (Maryresone): That the: 
Representative Body, having considered the scheme for the 
co-ordination of hospital provision submitted by the Council 
(see Appendix VII to Annual Report of Council), disapproves 
of the recommendation that the central advisory authority 
to co-ordinate the work of the voluntary and municipal hos- 
pitals be appointed by the Minister of Health, inasmuch as 
such appointment would inevitably transfer the control of 
the voluntary hospitals to the State as represented by the 
Ministry of Health. The Representative Body desires to 
keep the voluntary system intact, and would prefer to see 
a central advisory authority in which representatives of the 
voluntary hospitals would be in a majority, and the co- 
ordination would thus be effected with a voluntary hospital 
acting as the primary or central hospital of any group of 
medical services to be thus co-ordinated. 


International Union of Medical Organizations. 

By C. E. Doveras (Fire): That (with reference to para. 21 
of the Annual Report of Council) the Representative Body 
is of opinion that the Association should give full support 
to the Association Professionelle Internationale des Médecins 
as a body which affords the medical profession in each 
country the opportunity to make its contribution towards 
closer co-operation in all matters of common interest; and 
instructs the Council to take the necessary steps towards 
full membership. 


Protection of Practitioner Certifying under Lunacy Acts. 

By D. RoxsurcH (Maryiesone): That (with reference to 
the recommendation contained in para. 115 of the Annual 
Report of Council) the Representative Body records its regret 
that the Council has not taken steps to promote legislation 
which would protect the certifying practitioner from vexatious 
litigation, wal therefore refers the Report back to the Council 
for further consideration. 


Contract Rate for Juvenile Oddfellows. 

By D. RoxsurcH (Maryresone): That (with reference to 
the recommendation contained in para. 104 of the Annual 
Report of Council) the Representative Body is of opinion 
that the standard rate per head per year be higher for juveniles 
than it is for adults on the ground that they need more, not less, 
medical care. 


Meetings of Branches and Dibisions. 


KENT BRANCH. 
PRESIDENTIAL AppREsS BY Dr. RENTON. 
Ar the meeting of the Kent Branch of the British Medical 
Association, held at Dartford on June 14th, Dr. M. W. 
Renton gave his presidential address on ‘‘ The increasing 
influence of hospital practice and pubiie clinics on private 
practice.” He said that this influence, if not controlled by the 
profession with the co-operation of all concerned, would ulti- 
mately destroy altogether hg endeavour in medicine. If 
the influence was in the public interest, the medical profession 
must not and could not interfere. But he strongly affirmed 
that it would be against the public interest to eliminate 
individualism and to destroy private effort in research and in 
the cure of disease. Further, he did not believe that the public 
would tolerate the medical and surgical official as the only reed 
on which to lean. He believed that the hospital systems and 
clinics could progress in a satisfactory manner and private 
practice survive at the same time, but only :f private practi- 
tioners, both general and_ specialist, participated much more 
widely in the hospital systems and public clinics than at 
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present. The problem was nationalization and _ officialdom 
versus co-operation and individualism. He did not agree with 
the picture of the future of the family doctor recently drawn 
by Dr. Graham Little, M.P., who said: ‘‘ His function will 
largely be to instruct his patients to consult the persons most 
able to diagnose and to treat individual conditions. He will 
become the confidential adviser and friend, impartial and dis- 
interested, and regarded with corresponding affection by his 
atients."’ Under such conditions the family doctor would 
ecome a miserable jackal, feeding, not the lions, but other 
jackals with special tastes. With the general practitioner 
emasculated and barred from being anything but a jackal no 
lions could be produced, and there would be no Harveys, 
Hunters, Jenners, or men like Parsons, Mackenzie, and other 
great goer wey who had contributed the great bulk of 
medical knowledge by their individualism. Dr. Renton then 
set forth the grounds for his view that it was not only possible, 
but most desirable, both in the public interest and for the 
zood of patients, that the family doctor should act as ‘* con- 
dential adviser and friend ’’ inside hospitals and clinics as 
well as outside. In and around Dartford large hospitals 
(mental, fever, and convalescent) had been established by the 
London authorities to the extent of 10,000 beds, besides local 
hospitals, Poor Law and voluntary. Amongst the local hos- 
itals was the Livingstone Hospital, founded by the late Mr. 
urroughs, which was open to patients in the Dartford area, 
free patients and private patients; and any practitioner in 
the area who applied might join the staff and attend his own 
patients throughout. In addition to the general and consulting 
staff, patients had free choice of specialist, to operate on or 
treat them, if they were prepared to pay for these services. 
Elsewhere in the area of the artford Division similar oppor- 
tunities were enjoyed by practitioners, in the Erith and Bexley 
voluntary hospitals. The Dartford Poor Law Hospital (250 
beds, with maternity block, venereal clinics, and orthopaedic 
clinic) was staffed, as regards destitute patients, by three 
general practitioners giving part-time service, but private 
patients and insured patients might, if patient and doctor 
wished, have their own doctor to attend them. The Dartford 
Isolation Hospital was staffed by two local practitioners, the 
senior being also the part-time medical officer of health. The 
venereal clinic for the area was staffed by general practitioners. 
To the child welfare and maternity clinics, unfortunately, only 
two out of the forty-two practitioners had access. The ortho- 
paedic clinic was being carried on by a visiting orthopaedic 
surgeon as a voluntary effort, and enucleation of tonsils in school 
children was done wholly by general practitioners in the 
Dariford Division. Dr. Renton believed that the wherewithal 
to carry out modern treatment must be centralized in hospitals, 
with clinics attached, to which the public should have access. 
The absolutely destitute should be treated as free patients; 
others by co-operative payment on an insurance basis, and others 
still on payment of full charges. Private practitioners, whether 
general or specialist, should have free access to such patients 
as wished to have their services. 

After referring to the British Medical Association’s policy 
on hospitals Dr. Renton noted a rule of the Westminster 
Hospital: that a ‘‘patient’s own doctor may visit and 
co-operate in the treatment with the member of the staff in 
charge of private patients,’ and said that even the teaching 
hospitals would have to establish a closer co-operation with the 
private practitioner in relation to the types of cases treated 
and the class of patient admitted. It was quite the usual 
custom in America, France, Switzerland, and Italy for patients 
in the public hospitals to have their own doctor, surgeon, 
gynaecologist, or accoucheur. In America they went much 
further, and teams of doctors wholly controlled their own 
hospitals and clinics, excluding all lay interference. It was 
not possible to treat efficiently in most homes, with hygiene and 
economic circumstances unfavourable, cases of pneumonia, acute 
rheumatism, acute cardiac, renal, and cerebral diseases, neur- 
asthenic and borderline cases, fractures, acute, subacute, or even 
threatening abdomens, uncertain or complicated maternity cases, 
and so on. It was surely unnecessary to lay stress on the value 
of hospital opportunities—to the patient in more certain and 
rapid recovery, and consequent earlier return to work; to the 
doctor in relief from wear and tear and anxiety. All practi- 
tioners ought to have the opportunity, if it existed, of pro- 
viding the best attainable for their patients. Year by year 
a larger proportion of insured persons in certain areas (espe- 
cially in the large cities) were receiving treatment for conditions 
within the scope and skill of the average practitioner in hos- 
pitals, ‘‘ out-patients,”’ and clinics. In 1927 over 1,000 opera- 
tions were performed in the two Dartford hospitals, as against 
30 to 40 in the Livingstone Hospital and a negligible number 
in the Poor Law infirmary in 1903. Save for certain special 
major operations, about fifty in number, performed by surgeons 
from London, these operations were performed by the practi- 
tioners of the area. In the fifty major cases the practitioners 
concerned cay aren In the same year over 2,600 cases were 
admitted to the hospital wards, and practitioners had much 


greater freedom of access than existed elsewhere. Even in 
Dartford, however, they were not satisfied that all was per- 
fectly well, and definite effort would be needed on the part 
of the profession as a whole. In the maternity block of the 
Poor Law hospital expectant mothers were allowed to make 
arrangements with their own doctor to attend them. Ante-natal 
routine was carried out in each case, and during the accouche- 
ment the same care was taken as regards asepsis as for a major 
operation—preparation of parts, sterile gowns, gloves, and a 
prophylactic vaccine given in suspicious eases. In an crea with 
the reputation of being a ‘‘ tetanus area,’’ such as Dartford, 
all cases of wounds impregnated with soil had 500 units of 
antitetanic serum injected. This procedure would be difficult 
and uneconomic except in hospital; arrangements existed at 
both hospitals to carry this out as a Siret-aid procedure. 
Similarly intravenous injection in the patient's home was 
difficult at the best; but with access to hospital methods and 
facilities there was no reason why the general practitioner 
should not become proficient and confident in introducing by 
the veins citrated blood, normal saline, salvarsan, urethane, 
and quinine, etc. 

Dr. Renton thought the practitioner’s presence in hospital, at 
the bedside, or in the theatre, to prove or disprove original 
findings, was of the utmost importance and added to efficiency, 
and he described cases to illustrate his views. He paid tribute 
to the wonderful service provided by the Kent County Patho- 
logical Laboratories for bacteriological diagnosis of every kind, 
the preparation of pathological sections, and also for the pre- 
paration of autogenous vaccines, facilitating in the hospitals 
the following up of causes of infection, verifying or correcting 
diagnosis, and the carrying out of vaccine or serotherapy. 
The nursing profession of all grades in hospitals also placed 
most valuable trained services at the disposal of patients. Com- 
paratively few people could afford to have private day and 
night nurses in their homes, and the trained district and 
Queen’s nurses had their limitations, owing to. the constant 
* lack ”’ in the majority of homes. 

Dr. Renton concluded by expressing the opinion that the 
public interest, the future of medicine, and the continuous 
progress of the medical profession were closely bound together, 
and depended wholly upon what place was given to the medical 
profession as a whole in the hospital system and clinics of the 
country.

General Practitioners and Child Welfare Clinics. 

Sm,—The other day, at the annual meeting of the Kent 
Branch of the British Medical Association, I had the oppor- 
tunity of hearing Dr. Renton’s presidential address dealing 
with the obvious necessity of safeguarding the future welfare 
of genera! practice from the encroachments upon the scope of 
the general practitioner’s work by various health schemes 
operating under the aegis of public authorities; also with the 
advantages those schemes would reap if they were worked by 
the general practitioners themselves. Whatever objections 
officialdom may offer to Dr. Renton’s suggestions, it cannot be 
denied that if the child welfare, maternity, and ante-natal 
clinics were held by the patients’ own doctors the percentage of 
attendances would be much larger and the expense incurred in 
running them increasingly justified. General practitioners are 
quite competent to undertake that kind of work. It would 
result in greater satisfaction to the patients themselves and to 
the practitioners also, who, through the gradual extension of 
those clinics from which they are increasingly being excluded, 
inevitably feel that their means of subsistence grows less, and 
the limit of utility to which they can exert themselves, and are 

erfectly competent to exert themselves, for the public good 
Senos undeservedly and unwisely restricted. They have no 
wish to qualify themselves for the job of only sorting out cases 
and labelling them for direction to specialists, as foreseen by 
Dr. Graham Little, in his evidently ignorant presumption of the 
lack of practical and theoretical knowledge shown by general 

ractitioners. Dr. Little would have done a greater service if 
is had advocated instead the necessity of general practitioners 
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being provided with hospital facilities instead of the latter 
being the prerogative of a comparatively select few. Most 
medical men. would gladly avail themselves of such facilities 
if offered them. Meanwhile, they must be content with the 
certainty that they can do the work attached to the various 
clinies mentioned, and upon which, in its turn, the bane of 
official monopoly seems determined to fasten itself.—I am, etc., 
3reenhithe, June 18th, D. W. StanDiey.

Ophthalmic Benefit. 

Sir,—If ophthalmic surgeons are later on called upon to 
refuse ophthalmic benefit work, in accordance with the indica- 
tion in para. 194 of the Report of Council, printed in the 
Supplement to the British Medical Journal of June 3th 
(p. 283), have they any guarantee against the eventual handing 
over by the approved societies of all this work to the opticians ? 
For otherwise, since it is legally recognized as desirable for 
insured persons to receive this additional benefit, and since 
Parliament has now given the matter prolonged consideration, 
if the surgeons refuse to co-operate, while a large body of 
opticians stands by, eager to undertake the work and to obtain 
the status which a monopoly of it would confer on them, 
it is obvious that the societies would profit by the situation 
and the matter be finally and irrevocably settled against us.

or so. 

Obviously, no ophthalmic surgeon can consider an alternative 
if the British Medical Association calls for a general refusal 
to give service, but is it not possible for the Association to 
find some means of dealing with the situation. other than one 
which involves surrender, by a trick, of a legitimate sphere 
of our practice to our flourishing rivals, the opticians ?—
